They declared last night 
that Chicago’s freight yards have been 
restored to about 45 per cent normal 
force. 

By today they é€xpect 60 to 75 per 
cent of traffic to be moving—it all de- 
pends on how largely the striking mem- 
bers of the brotherhoods folldw orders 
to report back for duty. 

On the other hand, the strikers 
claimed to be standing firm, with addi- 
tions to their ranks from yard engi- 
neers and firemen. How great a pro- 
portion of the enginemen are striking,

‘Brotherhood Men Busy. 
Great activity was displayed las! 
Hight! Rrotherhood officers of the 
trainmen, engineers, and firemen ham- 
mered home their call for 4 cessation 
of the strike. Regular union men cir- 
culated among the strikers with argu- 
ments against the “illegal and unau- 
thorized "’ walkout. It was reported 
that in the last three days about 1,500 
unionists from outside points have

’ The strikers held meetings in sev- 
eral places, and insisted that the strike 
is growing instead of subsiding. The 
two “seceding” unions declared new 
members were signing up in droves.

William S. Carter, head of the fire-

Actual Figures Unknown. 
As to Chicago, wide discrepancies 


exist in the estimates of the number of 


men on strike. One side exaggerates 
and the other minimizes, and the actual 
figures are unknown.

But according to John Bannon, vice 
president of the Brotherhood of Rail- 
road Trainmen, there are only 4,500 
switchmen and tenders in the entire 
Chicago switching district.

POTATOES 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 


‘Two or three rows of potatoes along 
one side of a garden fifty feet long will 
be found worth while for early use. 
Only the best_potatoes should be used 
for planting. Potatoes that show any 
evidence of disease should not be used. 
Small potatoes may be used for sed, 
but it is safest to use the medium sized 
smooth ones if they are bought on the 
market. 

It. is best to treat the seed potatoes 

before planting. There are a variety 
of potato diseases, including the com- 
mon scab, black scurf, dry or late 
‘blight rot, and wilt. Formaldehyde 
and corrosive sublimate are the two 
materials commonly used to treat pota- 
toes. 


Treating potato seed with corrosive 
sublimate and rotating the crop are 
the only means of controlling the three 
diseases common to spuds—namely 
seab, black scurf, and black leg, ac- 


- cording to Dr. C. T. Gregory of Purdue 


university. He says the characteristics 
of these three common troubles are 
well marked, and can be distinguished 
by any one who knows them. Scab 
causes rough, corky spots on the po- 


- tato. The black scurf causes hard, dark 


bodies that look like dirt on the sur- 
face, hut will not wash off. Black leg 
Shows as dark, rotting spots. The 
corrosive sublimate treatment kills 
the pest that catses the trouble‘on the 


potato, but, potatoes should not follow | = 
. potatoes if the land was infected last 


season. 


One-half pint of formaldehyde in 
fifteen gallons of water, poured over 
the seed potatoes, and allowed to stand 
for about two hours, will kill the scab, 
but is not as effective for black leg 


limate treatment. Dissolve two ounces 
of corrosive sublimate in fifteen gallons 
of water and soak the potatoes for 
about an hour and a half. The latter 
treatment controls all three of the com- 
mon diseases named. 

‘It is best to use a barrel when the 
corrosive sublimate is employed, as it 
corrodes metal. It should be used only 
when the potatoes are dormant (not 
sprouted). Formaldehyde can be safely 
used after the potatoes begin to sprout. 

Corrosive sublimate is deadly 


poison and should be kept away 


from children and live stock.
